President Has Left Texas and 
Is Now Crossing the State of 

‘ Arkansas En Route to St. 
Louis, Where He Will Begin 
Trip Down the Mississippi to 
New Orleans. 


Little Rock, Ark., October 24.—Pres!- 
dent Taft left Texas this afternoon 
after spending nine days in that state, 
and is speeding tonight toward “St. 
Louis, where he will arrive at 7:30 a. m. 
tomorrow. 

With a formal breakfast, a speech in 
the vast St. Louis auditorium, a lunch- 
eon and the dedication of a government 
building in East St. Louis before him, 
the president will have every moment 
of.his time occupied up to 6 o'clock to- 
morrow afternoon, when on the steam- 
er Oleander he will lead a procession 
or boats containing governors, senators, 
representatives and delegates down the 
Mississippi river to New Orleans to at- 
tend the convention of the Lakes to the 
Gulf Deep Waterways Association, 

The River Trip. 

The river trip will mark one of the 
final stages of Mr. Taft's record- 
breaking travels. 
Louis tomorrow morning he will have 
covered 9,706 of the 13,000 miles in his 
itinerary: The-river-journey will con- 
sume 1,165 more, and when the presi- 
dent leaves New Orleans earl yop the 
morntng of November 1 he’will be 
within easy stri distance of home, 
being sche uled t0 arrive in Wash- 
ton the night of November 10. 
In reality, however, the presi- 
dent's travels for 1909, will 
not end until November 2I, for he has 
engagements at Middletown, Conn., 
November 12; at New Haven, Novem- 
ber 15; at Norfolk, Va., November 19; 
and at Hampton, Va., Novem r 20. 

Mr. Taft’s voice this morning had 
shown no improvement over yesterday, 
and after he had made a few short 
addresses in Texas and Arkansas, was 
almost completely gone,

Louisville, Ge., October 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—As a result of a pistol due! 
here last night between City Marshal 
J. H. Flint anti Sheriff J. J. Smith, the 
latter is lying at his home painfully 
shot through the leg with a 38-caliber 
Colt’s revolver, besides a badly beaten 
up head with the same weapon.

He made a second at- 
tempt on his life on the stairs at police 
headquarters, drawing 4 razor from his 
pocket and slashing himself on the left 
side of the throatt. 

On September 15, 1904, according to 
the records, he pleaded guilty before 
Judge McMahon, in the court of genera) 
sessions, and was sentenced to nine 
years’ imprisonment in Sing Sing, but 
was presumably released on parole be- 
fore the expiration of his term.

Forces of President Zelaya

Bluefields, Nicaragua, October 24.— 
(By Wireless Telegraph via Colon.)— 
The tug Blanca, which has arrived 
here from Greyton, brings news of the 
first important battle of the: revolu- 
tion, 

General Chamorro’s forces fought 
an engagement on Friday with 1,000 
of President Zelaya’s troops at a point 
below Boca San Carlos, on the’ San 
Juan river. The revolutionists won a 
detisive victory, one of the govern- 
ment troops being killed and three 
hundred wounded. General Chamor- 
ro’s losses were slight. The insurgents 
captured two Krupp siege guns and 
four hundreg rifles. 

This defeat for President Zelaya will 
doubtless have a deterrent effect on 
recruiting for government service at 
Managua and is likely also to bring 
additiona} reinforcements to the stand- 
ard of the insurgents. 

General Chamorro is now advancing 
slowly, the steamer Yulu, belonging 
to the Emery company, also has 
reached here with the news of the 
capture by the revolutionists of Cape 
Gracias Adios. This port was easily 
taken, not more than five of six men 
being killed, and a small number 
wounded.

TO JOT DEBATE 


Senator Is Challenged by 
Congressman Fowler. 


Fowler Attacks Proposition to 
Establish Great Central Bank 
and Defies Aldrich to Debate. 
Fowler Says Central Bank 
Will Add to Existing Evils. 


Elizabeth, N. J.. October 24.— 
Charlies N. Fowler, congressman from 
the Afth New Jersey district, and for- 
mer chief of the house committes on 
bamking and currency, today address- 
ed an open letter to Senator Nelson 
W. Aldrich, of Rhode Isiand, chair- 
man of the monetary commission 
created by congress, and also chair- 
man of the finance committee of the 
senate, challenging him to a joint de- 
bate in one or more cities, on the 
subject’ of a central bank. 

Powter to Aldrich. 

The. letter follows, in part: 

“Just before you started for Europe 
in August it was stated in the press 
of the country that as a result of @ 
meeting of the monetary commission, 
of which you are chairman, @ central 

your 
commission, and that upon your re- 
turn from Europe you would proceed 
to visit various cities in different 
sections of the country, with a view 
ef instructing the people upon our 
financial and currency needs, and rec- 
ommend as a ‘cure-all’ a central bank. 

“After your departure, there was an 
evidently inspired and well organized 
propaganda in favor of a central bank, 
conceived and carried on for the pur- 
pose of preparing the way for your 
home-coming, and your arrangements 
to ‘swing around the circle’ and 
initiate the people of the United States 
into the mysteries of your central bank 
plan. 

Opposed to Central Bank. 

‘Inasmuch as I am convinced that 
the one thing above all others that 
this country does not want is a cen- 
tral bank, because it will not effect 
nor accomplish the necessary reforms, 
but. in the end, Will make a bad con- 
dition immeasurably worse, therefore, 
in order that the American people 
(who, I know, will decide this most 
important question now pending  be- 
fore them for consideration and de- 
termination, right, as they did that of 
the gold standard, if only they be 
given an opportunity of having botn 
sides of ‘it fully presented and 
thoroughly discussed) may be in- 
formed as early as possible, I now 
challenge you for a joint debate on the 
following propositions: 

“1. A central bank will not effect or 
accomplish the necessary reforms of 
our finances and currency; is unsuited 
to our conditions; will accentuate many 
of our present evils, and _ precipitate 
and develop other evils of a most 
serious nature. 

“2. Our financial and currency prob- 
lems must be solved upon economic 
lines of an entirely different character. 

Would Be Monarchical. 

“T assert that you cannot success- 
fully and beneficially superimpose a 
monarchical form of banking upon 
neariy 25,000 individual independent 
free banking institutions which have 
grown up and developed in harmony 
with the principles of our republican 
form of government, an@ are them- 
selves republican in form and 
character. 

“To establish a central bank ig this 
country, under’ existing conditions, 
would be undemocratic, unrepublican, 
un-American and inimical to the gen- 
eral welfare of the people, because 
with a central bank will come a 
most discouraging and disheartening 
favoritism, the gradual breaking down 
and ultimate destruction of our pure- 
ly individual and independent form of 
banking. 

“I will meet you tn joint debate 
upon the above propositions, at one or 
more of our leading cities up to one 
hundred or more of them if you choose, 
at such times and upon such condi- 
tions or terms aS may be agreed upon 
by us hereafter.”

JUSTICE PECKHAM 
CALLED BY DEATH 


_ Continued From Page One. — 


Peckham, while expected, came as a 
shock to his associates on the bench 
and in official circles, and everywhere 
expressions of regret were heard. 
Justice Peckham was a democrat, and 
before taking a seat on the bench gave 
considerable attention to politics in 
New York. He was born in Albany, N. 
Y., November &, 1838, and had been on 
the bench, state and federal, for 
twenty-six years. He came from the 
court of appeals of his native state, @ 
position which his father before him 
had occupied. ; 

Mr. Peckham’s first office was that 
of district attorney for Albany county. 
He was elected to that position in 1868. 
He afterwards became, in succession, 
corporation counsel for the city of Al- 
bany, member of the supreme court of 
the state, and associate justice of the 
state court of appeals. He 
last of President Cleveland’s democratic 
appointees to the federal supreme court, 
Chief Justice Fuller and Justice, White 
being the other two. He took his seat 


in January, 1896. 
His Chief Distinction. 

His chief distinction was that of giv- 
ing his time exclusively to the duties 
of the court. He accepted no outside 
appointments, and undertook no work 
not connected with the high tribunal 
of which he was a member. He was !n 
constant attendance on the court, and 
he gave the most careful attention to 
all matters before it. He was married, 
but went little into society. Unlike 
others of the justices, he accepted no 
invitations to public functions, and 
made no public addresses after taking 
his seat as a justice. 

Cases involving the rights of cor- 
porations received especial considera- 
tion at Justice Peckham’s hands, and 
he was the author of some of the 
court’s most noteworthy opinions of 
recent date along this line. Among 
them may be mentioned the case of the 
Consolidated Gas Company, of New 
York, in which he held that while rates 
fixed by the legislattre must allow a 
fair return on investments, federal 
courts could not interfere to declare 
them invalid unless they were so un- 
reasonably low as to be confiscatory. 
One result of that decision was to 
cause the return of several million dol- 
lars to consumers of gas in New York 
city. 

Some of His Corporation Decisions. 

Several of Mr. Peckham’s corporation 
decisions dealt with the Sherman anti- 
trust law as applied to railroads. These 
included the joint traffic agd the trans- 
Missouri cases, in both of which he 
held the law to be applicable. He also 
prepared and delivered the opinion of 
the court in the case of Attorney Gen- 
eral Young, of Minnesota, in which it 
was held that the federal courts could 
interfere with the execution by the 
state courts of an_ unconstitutional 


state law. : 
Judge Peckham’s bearing was ( pha 
guished, and his manner affable.’ His 
hair and mustache were snow white, 
and his hair longer than hair is usually 
worn. His features were clean-cut. 
Altogether, his bearing and appearance 
were those of high breeding, end he 
would have attracted attention in any 
assemblage. He was an agreeable and 


entertaining conversationalist and 
highly popular with his associates. 
Wha Will Succeed Peckham. 

Washington, October 24.—While none 
of the officials now here would dis- 
cuss tonight the probable successor 
to Justice Peckham. each declaring 
that it would be a violation of the 
proprieties, the names of Frederick N. 
Judson. of St. Louis; former Secretary 
of War Luke E Wright; the present 
secretary, J. M. Dickinson: Henry M. 
Hoyt, counsellor for the state depart- 
ment and solicitor general in the 
,oosevelt administration. and Solicit- 
or-General Bowers, have been promi- 
nently mentioned. 

Although there is no rule to govern 
the appointment, the vacancy on the 
bench by precedent, likely will go to 
a democrat. In this event, Hoyt and 
Bowers would be eliminated. No ac- 
tion in the matter will be taken, how- 
ever. until after Mr. Taft’s return 
from his tour through the country.

At the Unitarian church Sunday at 11 
oclock Rev. John W. Rowlett deliv- 
ered the third sermon in the series that 
he is preaching on “The Better Reli- 
gion,” as an interpretation of Dr. 
Eliot’s address on “The Religion of the 
Future.” Having previously contended 
that a growing religion is ter than 
one that is fixed and unchangeable, and 
that a religion of liberty is better than 
‘any religion of authority, he continued 
the discussion by contending that 
monotheism is better than polytheism. 
The following is a brief summary of 
the discourse: 

“All wetl-informed people will admit 
this contention in theory, but all do 
net do so in practice. Many people 
‘accept dogmas and engage in practices 
‘that imply a polytheistic interpretation 
‘of the universe. The homage paid to 
{patron saints, the worship of the Virgin 


| Mary and. the deification of Jesus, are | 


'all polytheistic practices, 

“There was a time when polytheism 
was a rational faith. Primitive people 
had a very imperfect knowledge of na- 
ture, vet certain facts were just as rea] 
to them as they are to us today. They 
Knew what it meant to deal from birth 
until death with forces far mightier 
than themselves. In attempting to 
give a religious interpretation to these 
forces they became polytheistic. They 
personified all the great forces of.na- 
ture—the sun, the wind, the lightning— 
as great beings, deities or demons, 
which were to be contended with or 
placated. Nature worship has been 
universal among men, and it has been 
polytheistic. 

“Likewise ancestor worship was also 
polytheistic, and was doubtless the 
earliest form of worship. The ghost 
of the dead chieftain. it was supposed, 
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it would be your pleasure, always to 
love and respect.”’

“But pclytheism is no longer 
tional faith. As the forces of nature 
have been generalized, the deities re- 
garded as their sources have likewise 
been generalized, until the conception 
Ol nature as a whole has given rise to 
a single deity, who is the life of the 
universe. The advance of modern sci- 
ence has driven on irresistible to mono- 
theism, * 

“Again, as tribes consolidated into 
nations, the god of some leading tribe 
superceded the other gods, until the 
lresult was a single national deity, at 
first the chief among the gods, and 
finally the only god. The Hebrew peo- 
ple furnish a striking instance of this 
‘method of development. Jehovah was 
a tutelar deity, then a national or 
racial god. He was thought to be 
greater than the gods of the neighbor- 
ing nations, then the only true god 
and finally the only god. 

“Jesus and Paul freed the Jewish 
conception of deity from its national 
limitations, and presented Jehovah as 
the creator and sustainer of the uni- 
verse, and the Father of all mankind, 
and thus made him universally accepta- 
ble. The religion of Jesus and Paul 
was pure monotheism. But as Chris- 
tianity spread over the Roman world 
it became incrusted with polythistic 
notions and practices, and some of these 
have survived to this day. 
© “To make Jesus a God, or to make Him 
a unique mystical God-man is to have 
more than one God, which is simply: 
poly theism. In getting rid of the 
deification of Jesus we become pure 
and unqualified monotheists.”

Every small action, every little speech that might not jibe with his 
present attitude, is pounced upon by the opposition, magnified, distorteg and 
misrepresented up to within an inch of the libel laws. 

In this, of course, is neither rhyme nor reason A man is not fitted 
for office just because he can abuse his opponent like a pickpocket and 
get away with it. Yet in several notable instances tuat has seemed to be 
the gauge of popular success, even though the public later discovered its 
error and reversed the verdict. 

Certain it is that our system of alleged campaigning in this country is 
one of the obstacles that prevent the people being served by the highest 
class of officials. 

Men of great business or administrative ability deliberate long before 


away from the batteries of billingsgate and invective that 
become an inevitable accompaniment. 

Most important of all, the voters are themselves the big losers, in the 
long run, through this illogical method of selecting public servants. The 
injection of personalities into campaigns, the bickerings and the mud- 
slinging, a8, for instance, in the present mayoralty campaign in New York, 
work two manifest evils: 

They infinitely lower the dignity of public office, and— 

They deflect public attention from genuine issues, so that in the heat 
of personal and partisan rancor voterg often elect an individual only to 
find later that they have drawn a “gold brick.” 

Happily, the public is beginning to discover this ruling fact. Once 
roused as a unit, it may be depended upon to apply the proper remedy in 
the states as in the nation.

One of the staunchest types of constructive Americanism, wherever ]o- 
cated, is the country editor, an institution indigenous to this nation. 

And an {illuminating sample of the type is T. Larry Gantt, of Georgia 
and South Carolina and the south-at-large, now located at Whiteville, N. Cc. 
where he is pursuing his perennial vocation of getting out the snappiest and 
best weekly in the commonwealth. Not to know Larry Gantt is to confess 
ignorance of politics and journalism in this neck of the woods for the past 
several decades. 

The News-Reporter is the name of the weekly he is now editing, and 
recently he had a quarterly gathering of the correspondents who cover the 
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thrusting themselves into the hurly-burly of politics, instinctively turfiing |

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[news of Columbus county with the inclusiveness of the morning few and 


the young grass. : 

One of the principal speakers upon this occasion—and big public men 
came from near and far to do honor to Larry—was Josephug Daniels, n@- 
tionally known as editor of The Raleigh News and Observer. In writing of 
his experiences, Mr. Daniels lays down as the first duty of the country editor 
to report to his subscribers the doings of folks they know, and then pro- 
ceeds: 

That is the principle that guides Mr. Gantt and his wonderfully 
clever correspondents. Nothing happens in Wrangtang. Columbus 
county, from the fact that “Mr. John W. Faulk is preparing to take a few 
boarders,”” to “in a few days we |e to see a new railroad com- 
pleted,” that does not appear in a rangtang correspondence of The 
Whiteville News-Reporter. Nothing is little or unimportant that con- 
cerns a neighbor. and the party given by a young lady of Cattail Bey 
ra oy more interesting to his readers than a social function at the 
white house. 


One would search far to find a better definition of the scope of the 
country weekly, adding thereto, of course, the conceded principle that the 
country editor is always a “booster” for his community. 

It is one, too; followed with striking accuracy by the craft in Georgia. 
To a man, the country editor in this state is obsessed with the conviction 
that his town and county are the most\promising and best to live’in in 
America. He is at mortal feud with the patron or stranger who disputes 
the assertion, and he has more different ways of preaching his development 
doctrine than a politician has of side-stepping questions. 

He is hot after the news feature, too, and it is only the man who has 
access to the county weeklies that knows native Georgia in its unskKTintrmed 
virility and richness. 

The Constitution has always held that it is a Georgian’s duty, first, to 
subscribe to his home paper, that he might keep in touch with affairs at his 
elbow; then comes a daily, a tri-weekly or a weekly newspaper, gauged by 
his means, to keep him jam-up with the doings of the outside world. 

Most Georgians, especially during recent years, can afford two of these 
choices. In the isolated instance, however, where poverty of pocket or 
enterprise intervene, and the choice is narrowed to the home paper or the 
outside paper, we should give our vote to the former, and we regard that 
as the duty of the rural Georgian. 

It is the country editor who, like Larry Gantt, is a benevolent maniac 
about his town and county, that does things for his state. We have plenty 


of his type in Georgia.

Private Car Southern Superintendents 
of Education, October 24.—(Special.)— 
En route from Davenport, Iowa, to St. 
Paul, Minn.—At a meeting of the south- 
ern superintendents of education, held 
on the call of President J. Y. Joyner, 
this morning, it was unanimausly de- 
cided that Miss Jessie Field, the super- 
intendent of Page county, Iowa, is a 
live wire, and that the great success 
of the movement for the adjustment of 
rural schools to rural conditions is due 
to her hard work and energy more 
than to any other cause. It was agreed 
that if all county superintendents were 
as active and patriotic as this young 
woman many of the problems of coun- 
try schools would soon be solved. 

Dr. E. A. Winship, of the New Eng- 
land Educational Journal, called out by 
President Joyner to tell of things in 
Page county not seen by the visitors, 
told of the great good secured by Miss 
Field in her institute work. This year 
she had a rural school going four days, 
taught by a different teacher each day, 
and all able to get the best of results. 
Out of the 128 schools there were this 
year 100 boys to take the corn con- 
tests. Page county took, as a result, 
one-fifth of the entire list of state 
prizes. Other counties are also work- 
ing along the same line Miss Field has 
developed, among them at least one 
where each year township fairs are 
held where boys and girls are taught 
to judge cattle, as well as corn and 
other products. 

Salaries of Teachers. 

Dr. Winship told of the way teachers’ 
salaries were run up. Miss Field finds 
a good teacher, and tells the district 
directors that they must pay to keep 
her, and if they do not she is trans- 
ferred to a place where she can get 
pay. She also writes every once in a 
while to the directors of the schools 
and tells them what she thinks ought 
to be done on each particular school 
house, and it is almost always looked 
after. In one case a certain district 
wanted a certain teacher. Miss Field 
told the teacher that she would get 
the place for her if she would go a 
year to the normal school, which she 
did. In another case a girl took very 
little interest in her work, and pretty 
soon Miss Field had her sent away, but 
only after it was found that she was 
incorrigible, 

One-third of the county superintena- 
ents in Iowa are women. It is gener- 
ally conceded that they make the best. 
A good story is told of Miss Field. One 
night she had a school meeting in a 
very bad sort of community. Her 
buggy. broke down in the night, with 
rain falling and the water cold. Noth- 
ing daunted she jumped waist deep into 


Child Takes to Farm. 

Mr. Joyner thought two things were 
very noticeable in Page county, one, 
the homeness of the country school, 
with its one teacher, and the other 
the creation of a farm life atmos- 
phere, both of which are very impor- 
tant. They make the child feel that 
the farm business is the best business, 
if they come from the farm home. 

P. P. Claxton said that Miss Field 
had unconsciously made the home life 
the basis of the school life, and _ the 
children are taking the home life to 
school. Another important thing was 
the fact that the county superintend- 
ent knew the children in every school. 
One moral is to get the right sort of 
county superintendents. 

Powers, of Mississippi, was impressed 
with the teachers and the one-room 
buildings. Both contribute to the good 
of the whole. 

Mr. Gunnels, of Alabama, found that 
as a result of the teachings In the 
schools the little tots even know about 
the business of their fathers and 
revere it. 

Teachers Well Paid. 


Mr. Cook, of Arkansas, found that 
the teachers were well paid, which is 
a good thing for the schools any- 
where. Long terms make it. possible 
to get teachers. 

That the women seem to know what 
they are trying to teach impressed Mr. 
Swearingen, of South Carolina. Life 
in Iowa, it seemed to him, was_ to 
teach the dignity of work. In South 
Carolina he doubted if the son of a 
man worth $650,000 even knew how to 
hitch up a horse. 

Mr. Cousins, of Texas, was impress- 
ed with the uniform neatness and com- 
fort of the school rooms. He found 
that the work in Page county had a 
tendency to face the home to the school 
and the school to the home.

Wagon Because It Wags. 
Both Words Came From Aryan Root, 
Meaning “To Move.”

In the first book of riddles ever 
written was the conundrum, “Why is 
a tollgate like a dead dog’s tail? Be- 
cause it stops a wagin.” 

Atrocious as appears the pun that 
tries to juggle with “wagon” and 
“wagging,” it is really better than the 
writer of the atrocity and the casual 
reader ever knew, for “wagon” and 
“wagging” are identical and are chil- 
dren of a long line of honored an- 
cestry. 

It is the motion that makes them 
alike, and this idea of motion dates far 
back to the days when the Aryan lan- 
guages, now reaching from the east 
coast of India to the west coast of the 
United States, were one tongue in the 
beginning of its formation. 

The root from which they grew Is 
“wagh,’ and one meaning of it is the 
same as Our “wag,” as it signifies go- 
ing from side to side, to move, to carry, 
to pass over and turning from one 
point to another. 

This root les at the foundation of 
our word “way,” whether we use it as 
a road, or path, or distance, or direc- 
tion. It is what we move over, or the 
direction we move, or the distance we 
move. Even if we want our own 
“way,’ it Is the manner in which we 
see fit to move. In our “wagon” it is 
the thing that moves and in the dog's 
tail the sort of motion. 

All similar words come to our Eng- 
lish more directly through the Teu- 
tonic base ‘“‘wega,.”” which means both 
away and to wag. When the root 
went into the Sanskrit the “w" got 
the “v”’ sound, so our East Indian 
brothers say “vah" for carry and call 
a road vehicle and a horse all “vaha.” 

In the Latin it became “via,” which 
we use for way and through which we 
get our “viaduct” and “vehicle.” 

In all of the words in all of the 
various languages into whi@#h “w se 
has gone there is always the idea of 
the thing that moves, the path over

State on November 3. 


He Will Enter Georgia at Co- 
lumbus and Hurry to Macon, 
Where He Will Remain Some 
Hours, and Then Hurry on to 

Savannah, 


Macon, Ga. October 24.—President 
Taft is to march through Georgis 
again. The recollections of the good 
times he enjoyed when, as president- 
elect, he was the guest of this state, 
no doubt led him to desire another 
taste of ‘possum, persimmon beer and 
Sweet potatoes. If he has any such 
yearning, it's going to be satisfied tv 
the limit. : 

The presidential party will enter the 
state at 9:50 p. m. on the night of No- 
vember 3, at Columbus. The stop there 
will be for ten minutes only, just long 
enough to change engines. The recep- 
tion there will be brief and informal. 

The run from Columbus to this city 
will be short, the presidential special 
reaching here at 1:t5 a. m. The train 
will be parked, and the party will not 
be disturbed until 7:30 a. m. the morn- 
ing of November 4. 

Taft to Breakfast With Bartlett. 

From the train the party will be 
escorted through the streets of the city 
to the residence of Congressman 
Charlies S. Bartlett, where breakfast 


will be served. Just what this break- 
fast is to consist of is jealously guarded 
by the aged negress who is to serve it. 
However, from the watchful care sho 
is bestowing upon several choice chick- 
ens of early spring growth, one might 
infer that the Taft party will be 
tempted with some famous fried chick- 
en, southern style. 

After the breakfast the president will 
be taken in parade to Central City 
park, where he will deliver an address. 
At the entrance to the park, he will 
pass beneath a mammoth arch, con- 
structed of five hundred bales of cot- 
ton.

After a brief rest at the De Soto hote:, 
the presidential party will board the 
revenue cutter Yamacraw for a trip 
up the river and along the harbor 
water front. The thrifty Savannahians 
hope to impress the party with the 
‘possibilities of improved harbor condi- 
tions, and thus make easier the fight 
for larger appropriations. 

The banquet after the trip at the 
De Soto will be the star part of the 
entertainment. The plates cost $20 
each, and while the president's request 
that his health be considered will be 
obeyed, the menu will be very elabo- 
rate. The president's address will be 
the only fixed speech at the banquet, 
and any ethers will be very brief. 

The morning of November 5 will find 
the presidential party being driven 
ever the famous auto race course to 
Thunderbolt, where one of the famous 
mative oyster and fish dinners will be 
served.

Editor Constitution: A few days ago 
you had a very “pat” editorial en- 
titleg “The Sieeping Southern Rail- 
roads,” outlining the activities of the 
western and transcontinental railroads 
in draining settlers from the east to 
people the Pacific coast states. 

You are right, as far as you g°, but 
you only go part the way. It’s true 
that the railroads of the south, east 
of the Mississippi, have shown a 
lamentable lack of business sense and 
energy in properly promoting their 
territory. They seem to look on ad- 
vertising the natural resources of 
theit territory as an expense to be 
avoided rather than a profitable in- 
vestment. 

Some years ago I asked one of those 
enterprising railroad officials in Texas 
how much his road could afford to 
spend to get a good, permanent settler 
located on his line. His reply was 
that they coulq spend $150 to get a 
g00d man with a family located, and 
considered it money well Invested. Our 
conversation related to farm settlers. 
I have no means of knowing what the 
Pacific roads have spent in the last 
twenty years, but it must run into the 
tens of millions. 

Satisfied With South. 

Seed crop inspection work has taken 
me to the Pacific coast for the past 
four years, and I have had full oppor- 
tunity to get the inside facts and I 
want to assure you that I come home 
every year better satisfied with 
southeast and its opportunities. 

Without a word of criticism for the 
Pacific coast or its wonderful develop- 
ment, we have better opportunities for 
profitable agriculture and horticulture 
right here on these red clay hills, and 
the lower lands further south, than 
there is all the way from San Diego, 
Cal., to Seattle. It’s not specially any 
natural advantage they have out there

WORLD WATCHES 
BANK OF ENGLAND 


Advances in the Discount 
Rate Are Ominous. 


Action of Bank Shows Wide 
| Miscalculation of Resources 
1. of Money Market --- Alleged 
That Unbridled Speculation 


in New York Is Responsible. 


New York, October 24.—The Bank of 
England has commanded the attention 
of thé whole financial world in an un- 
usual degree during the past week 
with its third successive advance in 
its official discount rate in two 
weeks, doubling the rate in that period. 
Ominous intimations come from the 
English money center at the same time 
that additional] protective measures 
will be resorted to, if found necessary, 
to avert further inroads on London 
banking resources. 

Coming in the week of a period of 
assurances of the ampte resources of 
the money markets to meet all the 
exigencies of the season, this action 
)of the bank furnishes undeniable evi- 
dence of a wide miscalculation of the 
situation. On what may be the ele- 
ments in that miscalculations, opinions 
differ, but there are certain of the fac- 
tors in the problem which are clear. 

Amerieans Borrow in London, 

One of these is the fact of extensive 
American borrowings in the London 
money market. Critics in London allege 
that an unbridled speculation in the 
New York stock market is primarily 
responsible for the condition. The 
Prolonged advance in prices in New 
York and the high rate of activity 
in the stock market dealings are cor- 
roborative of that view. | 

Borrowing from foreign money mar- 
kets through the summer is a usual 
proceeding on the part of New York, 
of the amount of New York’s borrow- 
ing this year, which are currently 
accepted, point to a heavy extess over 
the customary amount, a round half- 
billion dollars being’ the figure most 
freely heard. The current estimate 
is questioned by such an authority as 
Jacob H. Schiff, head of Kuhn. Loeb 
& Company, who SayS exaggerated 
ideas prevail as to the amount of 
these borrowings, and who asserts 
also that they have been much reduced 
in the past few months. 

Miscalculation of Money Market. 

One of the principal elements in the 
miscalculation of the autumn money 
market undoubtedly lies in the abnor- 
mal state of the country’s foreign 
trade. Imports have been largely in 
excess of the normal, partly owing 
to the natural revival] of trade, which 
has extended to foreign as well as 
domestic products, and partiy to the 
tush of imports in anticipation of the 
provisions of the new tariff bill. 

Not only have imports enormously 
increased, but exports have decreased. 
The discrepancy here shown is suf- 
ficient, in itself, to account for much 
of the scarcity of exchange to provide 
remittances abroad. Another element 
is the delay in the issuance of new 
bonds by the great corporations, for 
which important foreign subscriptions 
were expected, which would serve to 
take up part of the maturing foreign 
indebtedness of a more temporary 
nature. The bond market is sluggish 
and does not invite large new offer- 
ings. 

Action of Stock Market. 

The action of the stock market 
has shown the contest going on 
against the unfavorable influence of 
the money situation. The brilliant 
business outlook encourages the obsti- 
nate holdings of stocks, even while the 
narrowing money resources reduce the 
demand. The rapid rise in foreign 
exchange rates last week showed 
Plainly, however, that foreign lenders 
of money here were insistent upon 
repayment of maturing obligations. 
The movement of the interior ex- 
changes, meanwhile, showed that the 
demand for currency wag not justified.

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ON OLEUMARGARINE 


President Fielding Wal- 
lace Gives Out Inter- 
esting Interview. 


President Fielding Wallace, of Au- 
gusta, the head of the Cotton Seed 
Crushers’ Association of Georgia. an 
organization composed of the gil mill 
men of the state for the purpose of 
promoting interest in the uses of cot- 
ton seed by-products, has given out 
a most interesting view on the sub- 
ject of the proposed amendment by 
congress, which will reduce the in- 
ternal revenue tax on oleomargarine, 
the poor man’s butter. so that this 
substitute for high priced cow but- 
ter may be in reach eé all. 

In this interview he says: 


“The cotton oil industry is much 
interes¢ed in having the internal reve- 
nue of ten cents per pound on colored 
oleomargarine removed. 

‘The tax is not a revenue-reducing 
tax. as the actual revenue has been 
deereased since the ten-cent tax was 
put on. The revenue would be much 
| inesonand if this tax were reduced to 
two cents. Besides, oleomargarine is 
@ poor man's food. The laboring man 
cannot at present afford to use Dbut- 
ter. which is practically the only com- 
{petitor in this country of cleomarga- 
rine. There is no tax on butter when 
colored; therefore, 
butter are reduced simply and solely 
by the demand for it by people who 
are able to pay 35 and 40 cents a 
pound. 

“Oleomargarine was originally in- 
vented at the seige of Paris to take 
the place of butter, which could not 
be had. In order to make it 
resemble butter as much as _ pos- 
sible. a small amount of coloring mat- 
ter was used to produce iust exactly 
the best shade of vellow required by 
the trade. Bv reason of the coloring 
being a mechanical proposition. the 
color ef oleomargarine was always 
constant. When butter game into the 
market again it was found that it 
varied in color. and the trade. there- 
fore, preferred oleomargarine; where- 
fore, the country people commenced to 
color their butter. Therefore, the col- 
Oring of butter was done to imitate 
oleomargarine. 

“The cotton seed oj! industry of the 
south furnishes 40 per cent of the oleo- 
margerine vroduced, in the shape of 
cotton seed ofl. and the tax on oleo- 
margarine has destroyed one of the 
best customers of the cotton ot] mills 
of the south. | 

“The evidence before the committee 
of congress shows that the conditions 
prevailing in manv dairies of the 
United States are unsanitary and filthv 
to a dAisdusting degree.

Washington, October 24.—Unneces- 
sary alarm, in the judgment of the cot- 
ton experts of the department of agri- 
culture, is manifested by cotton plant- 
ers over the ravages of anthracnose. 
Recently it has been reported that the 
disease is costing the cotton growers 
of two states in the cotton belt about 
$19,000,000 a year. 


“This statement,” said Professor W. 
A. Orton, pathologist of the bureau of 
plant industry of the department of ag- 
riculture, “manifestly is impossible. No 
such loss as that could occur in any 
one state, or in any two states, from 
anthracnose. In a sense, it is a spo- 
| radic disease which is likely to affect 
seriously a limited territory, but it is 
| quite unlikely that it could affect any 
|; particular states to such an extent.

Society Will Turn Out in Force. 
Wheatley Hills Sweepstakes 
and Massapequa Sweepstakes 
Will Also Be Run --- Three 
Events Will Be Held Saturday. 


What has been the greatest atutomo- 
bile racing season ever known in the 
history of the sport in this country 
will appropriately be brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion on Saturday with 
the race for the Vanderbilt cup, the 
biue ribbon of the motor racing worid. 

While the entry list does not close 
until tomorrow, enough entries havé 
been received to insure its success, and, 
unlegs all signs fail, judging by the 
character of the cars entered and the 
caliber of their drivers, it should be 
the best and fastest race ever held for 
this historic trophy. . 

Unlike its predecessors, this years 
contest, which is the fifth competition 
for the cup offered by William k. Van- 
derbilt, Jr., is only open to stock chassis 
in class 1 and 2 (class B), as defined 
by the rules of the American Automo- 
bile Association, instead of for spe- 
cialiy built, powerful racers as Was 
the custom in previous years. In other 
words, this vear’s Vanderbiit cup race 


‘is open to cars of from 451 to 600 cubic 


inches piston displacement, with a min- 
imum weight of 2,400 pounds, and for 
cars of 301 and 450 gubvic inches piston 
displacement, with a minimum weight 
of 2,100 pounds. While these two 
classes of cars wiil race jointly for 
the Vanderbilt cup, they will also com- 
pete in their own classes for special 
trophies donated by Mr. Vanderbilt. 
Two Other Events. 

In addition to the above, prizes are 
also offered in two other classes, class 
3. for the Wheatley Hilis sweepstakes, 
for cars of 231 t0°300 cubic inches, with 
a minimum weight of 1,800 pounds, and 
class 4, for the Massapequa sweep- 
stakes for cars of 161 to 230 cubic 
inches piston displacement with a min- 
imum weight of 1,500 pounds. It is 
also provided under the conditions of 
the contest that in the Vanderbilt cup 
race the cars are to cover 22 laps of 
the 12.64-mile circuit, or 278.08 miles; in 
the Wheatley Hills event, 15 laps or 
159.60 miles and in the Massapequa 
event 10 laps, or 126.40 miles. 

Judging simply by their piston dis- 
placement, the cars entered in this 
year’s race are not anywhere near as 
powerful as the cars entered in pre- 
vious races, but as a matter of fact, 
despite their piston displacement, they 
are probably the fastest field of cars 
ever entered in a road race. Even the 
smallest cars have shown a speed of 
over 60 miles per hour, while the larger 
cars will probably make 70 to 90 miles 
an hour. 

The well-known speed of the cars, 
combined with the fact that this year's 
race will be held over a short 12-mile 
circuit absolutely free from hills, !ends 
color to the statements of the drivers 
who have been over the course that 
the winning car this year will not only 
smash all previous Vanderbilt cup rec- 
ords, but wil! probably average be- 
tween 65 and 70 miles an hour for the 
entire distance. 

Another innovation in connection with 
this year’s race whicn will be appre- 
ciated by those who object to staying 
up all night wtil be the fact that Sat- 
urday Ss race will be started at 9 
o'clock in the morning instead of at 
daviight. This will, of course, detract 
from the picturesque procession of 
motor cars with.their flashing head- 
lights and sleepy passengers on the 
night before the race, but it will con- 
tribute considerably to the comfort of 
the spectators and diminish the chance 
of accidents. 

Society Pvent. 

If last year society looked rather 
coidiy on automobile racing, this year, 
judging by the sale of seats and boxes, 
they have taken it up again with re- 
newed enthusiasm, and, although the 
race is only a week off, it is probable 
that the entire grand stand will bs 
Gisposed of before Wednesday.

OAT CULTURE. “LAST CALL.” 


There is a manifest revival) of inter- 
est in oat culture’ throughout the 
cotton States, if we may safely judge 
from the number of inquiries for seed 
and for information about seeds and 
fertilizer drills, fertilizer formulas and 
especially for the details of the “open 
furrow’ method of sowing oats: The 
extra good Oat crops of last season 
Will doubtless account largely for this 
revival, for the southern farmer has a 
habit of taking immediate inspiration 
from a successful harvest of any .par- 
ticular crop and of going into its cul- 
ture with enthusiasm. 

I havé no desire to discourage anyone 
from sowing oats, because I have no 
fear that there will be failure ahéad. 
provided there be proper preparation of 
the land, liberal fertilization, the right 
kind of seed and the right way of sow. 
ing. Indeed, the very title of this arti- 
cle indicates that.it is a final call to 
action, a last appeal to sow oats. But 
the average farmer has been so accus- 
tomed, in the past, when sowing oats 
at ail, to proceed on the “hit, lick and 
promise” plan that I halt only long 
enough to say that sowing a second 
bushel of any old Rind of seed, on old, 
worn-out land—‘“not fitten for any- 
thing but oats,’”’ plowing in with a 
scooter, or turnplow, without fertili- 
zer, etc., is more than likely to fail] of 
a crop that would be sufficient to carry 
a good flock of jaybirds through a hard 
winter. Such methods have been com- 
mon in the past and have done more to 
retard the development of oat culture 
than even winter freezes and red rust. 

The “last call’ in the title refers to 
the fact that the close of the safe and 
proper season for sowing oats is close 
at hand, and I want to urge farmers to 
“drop everything’ and put the seed 
oats In the ground. While preparation 
of the ground is necessary; I want to 
Bay that the clean culture given to a 
preceding crop of corn, or cotton, or 
cowpeas, Or tobacco, is just as good 
preparation as could be desired, so far 
as plowing and disking might do the 
work. CornstalkKs should be got out of 
the way either by hauling all to a few 
thin spots or clay galls. Iu my judg- 
ment they ought to have been cut down 
—ears, blades and all—cured in the 
Shock and then shredded. But there 
are many otherwise good farmers 
added to the immense number that are 
otherwise than good, to make up a 
large majority of the whole, who balk 
at cutting and curing corn in the shock 
for reasons of one sort and another, 
most of which will not “hold water.’’ 

At any rate, if the corn stalks were 
not cured and put into the barn loft 
they should be gotten out of the way 
of the cutaway harrow and the seed 
and fertilizer distributor. In the north- 
ern halt of the cotton region the best 
time for sowing fall oats has already 
passed and gone. In the middle region 
—say the belt between Macon on tho 
south and Atlanta on the north—the 
middle to last of October is the pre- 
ferred time, but it may be even later, 
especialiy .vowards tne south. In the 
belt still nearer the coast the whole 
month otf November is a good time to 
sow. What is wanted is that the oar 
plants shall secure a good firm hold on 
the soil before the, time of’ severe 
freezes, which we know may commence 
about the holidays and continue until 
the middle of February. 

If sowing on cotton stubble land the 
cotton stalks are but little in the way 
of the distributer, andthey (if large) 
may be stripped and knocked down in 
February, so as to be very little in 
the way of the binder-reaper. I sowed 
cats in standing, maturing cotton in 
October—two drills to the middle—as 
far back as forty years ago. The cot- 
ton rows were three feet apart, and 
the stalks were about 3 feet in height. 
I happened to have two double-shovel 
plowstocks that could be set to 18 
inches apart and carry a worn-out 4- 
inch scooter on each foot. The oat 
seed were sown by hand at the rate 
of one bushel per acre, through a 
guano trumpet (did it mygelf), and 
covered by means of a 22-inch scrape 
and scooter, running in the center once 
to the cotton row, the wings of the 
scrape covering the oats nicely. The 
cotton made 800 pounds of seed cotton 
per acre, and the oats (unfertilized) 
about 20 bushels. That was my first 
experience in sowing oats in furrows. 
The cotton stalks were knocked down 
by “all hands” during two or three 
freezing mornings in February, and 
were not much in the way of an or- 
dinary grain cradle. 

As far back as that date, although 
I was a pioneer in the use of commer- 
cial fertilizers in that section, I had 
not thought of using them on anything 
but cotton. not knowing that concen- 


trated fertilizers were especially safe- 


and profitable on winter-growing. 
spring-maturing crops, as I have learn- 
ed since. Our northern and northwest- 
ern friends think that their climate 
is pre-eminently adapted for oats and 
wheat. I yield the contention as to 
wheat. but firmly believe that on soils 
of same character and productiveness 
the south can grow as large yields of 
oats as can Wisconsin and Iowa or any 
other state.. The fact that we may 
sow oats in the fall and that thev wil] 
grow and take good root during the 
winter. is a very great advantage. 
Greater still is the advantage that we 
have in the fact that our oat crop ma- 
tures so early in the season that there 
is ample time to plant the same land 
in cowpeas, corn. cotton, tobacco, sweet 
potatoes or almost any crop that we 
may prefer, or that may be most de- 
sirable. 

1. Sow rust proof oats, 2 to 2% bush- 
els per acre. 

2. Apply 5600 to 600 pounds of anv 
highly ammontiated complete fertilizer. 
I recommend. for one acre: 200 pounds 
acid phosphate (14 per cent): 250 pound 
cotton seed meal (or leave off 100 
pounds of the meal and top dress with 
50 or 75 pounds nitrate in March): 25

(1) SETTING OUT PEACH TREES. 
(2) BIG LEG OF HORSE. 

G. W. McGehee, Ailey, Ga.—I am & 
subscriber to he Constitution and wish 
to ask two questions, which please an- 
swer through the paper. . 

(1) f have a lot of peach trees to set 
out on new land, broken up last win- 
ter. The land {s sorter sandy and I 
want to know how to set, when and 
how and what to fertilise them with. 

(2) I have a horse got what is called 
‘big leg; his right hind leg swells up 
and then goes down. The cause is not 
known. He has had it at least four 
years and has been treated with many 
medicines, but all to no good. Please 
tell me if he oan be cured. If so, how? 

Answer—(1) For the first and sec- 
ond years’ growth of a peach tree there 
is no better than well-rotted stable 
manure of good quality, say half- 
bushel or so thoroughty incorporated 
with the soil used to ffl in around 
the tree, but be sure not to place it in 
contact with the roots unless the ma- 
nure igs thoroughly rotted. 

In the absence of stable manure the 
next most. convenient fertilizer. for 
young peach trees is cotton seed meal, 
say 1 to 2 pounds scattered on top of 
the ground around the tree and worked 
in with a pronged hoe. The third 
year and subsequent years the fer- 
tilizer should be acid phosphate and 
potash with a small percentage of 
nitrogen, say for each tree as follows: 

Three pounds acid phosphate (14 per 
cent), 1 pound murfate of potash, 1 
pound cotton seed meal. 

The above would analyze about 8.90— 
1.40—10.30. 

Any time after first killing frost 
until ~buds commence to swell—the 
earlier the better—will do for setting 
out the trees. Set the trees 17x17 or 
16x18 in well-prepared hills, placing 
them no deeper in the soil than they 
stood in the nursery rows, filling in 
with the top soil close by and the 
manure on top of all and well dis- 
tributed. 

(2) “Elephant’s leg” of long stand- 
ing (as in this case) is usually irre- 
ducible. Try this treatment: Give half 
ounce of Fowler’s solution of arsenic 
morning and night for a month, giv- 
ing it in a bran mash; also rub on the 
leg twice a week two drams of iodine, 
two ounces of vaseline. In addition 
avoid the condition that tends to bring 
on an attack of lymphangitis, the real 
disease of which the “big leg” or “ele- 
phant’s leg” is a resulting symptom. 
One of these causetive conditions is 
high and full feeding and little or no 
work. When a horse ig idle his grain 
food should be either cut out or great- 
lv reduced. Avoid the cause and you 
may relieve the swelling. 


WHEAT CULTURE. 

I. P. B.. Lawrenceville, Ga.—I have 
four acres of semi-red, gravelly land 
to sow in wheat and I want your ad- 
vice. This land was sowed in peas 
last vear and then turned deep and 
platned in corn this year, fine crop of 
corn made by using 2,000 pounds sta- 
ble manure to the acre, with 300 pounds 
9—3-—-3 guano. But for the late drouth 
would have made 100 bushels to the 
acre easily. I have fifteen to twenty 
tons well rotted stable manure for this 
land. and get any grade of guano 
here. My idea is to break the land 
six to eight feet broadcast manure, 
harrow thoroughly with cutaway and 
smooth with acme harrow. Sow wheat 
and cut it with cutaway and smooth 
again about January 1. broadcast 200 
to 400 pounds of guano and then anoi- 
trate .if necessary. f 

Give me vour idea of the best seed 
and where to get it, if you know. 

You referred me once to Mr. Wilson, 
of Griffin, and I got fine wheat from 
him. but have lost seed. I have some 
fine Golden Chaff. but it seems so sus- 
ceptible to disease, blast especially. 
Your reply will be thoroughly appre- 
ciated. 

Answer—lit {s not considered govdd 
practice to sow wheat on land that 
has been very deeply plowed until suf- 
ficient time has elapsed to permit the 
loosened soil to become somewhat com- 
pacted. In other words. it is a fact 
that wheat does not grow off well on 
a loose, porous soil. If you break the 


as deeply as you propose, you should, 
if possible, run a heavy roller over 
the surface and then sow with a grain 
drill. If you are not prepared to roll 
it I would advise breaking shallow and 
harrowing thoroughly. I do not ad- 
vise applying a top dressing of guano 
in the dead of winter, but rather at 
the time of sowing. 

You are facing the danger of apply- 
ing too much nitrogen (ammonia) and 
too little phosphoric acid. 


PBHCAN TWIG—GIRDLER OR 
PRUNER. 

T. R. Mercer, Sampit, S. C.—I have 
some very fine young pecan trees, seven 
years old, and there is a worm or bug 
or some kind of an insect that is cut- 
ting off the limbs. Will you please 
tell me something to do to stop them 
from their destructive work? They 
cut the limbs off about two or three 
feet from the ends, almost as good as 
anyone can do it with a knife. Thank- 
ing you in advance. 

Answer—There are several species 
of beetles that cut off the twigs and 
ends of branches of various trees. The 
cut-off ends, you will find, contain the 
exx of the female or mother beetle. 
The twig soon wilts and dies and is 
blown to the ground. The only remedy 
is rather a preventive against next sea- 
son's depredations. and consists simply 
in burning these twigs as soon as 
found. thus destroying the larva that 
makes the next season's beetle. 

One of the most interesting of these 
beetles is the twig-girdler—Onicideres 
cingulatus. The female lays an egg 
in a twig or branch and then eats away 
a& groove around the twig jiust below 
the egg. as mathematically correct as 
if cut out in a turning lathe with a 
lathe guage, about one-sixteenth of an 
inch in width, the groove being deep 
enough to kill the branch and so weak- 
en it as to cause it to soon break off 
and fall to the earth. 


CHEAT AND WHEAT. 

W. M. Bailey, Union Grove, Ala.—I 
want to know more about cheat. I 
see in The Constitution of September 
27 that you wish those that ciaim 
that other grain turns to cheat to 
prove {t. Now, I don’t say it will turn 
to cheat; I do say that I believe that. 
under certain conditions, such as being 
damaged by a freeze or water stand- 
ing on it too long, that wheat or oats 
will sucker and make cheat. If you 
will notice, a piece of land that is 
sown in wheat where same is in a low 
place there will be cheat if the water 
stands on it. 

1. Does that produce cheat seed? 

2. Now, as to my letter of some time 
ago. I stated that I raised my seed 
oats, cut them with a scythe cradle, 
beat them out with a flail, put the 
oats in barrels; there was no cheat in 
the oats when I cut them and had 
been none on my place scarcely at any 
time before; the oats were damaged by 
the freeze of January 31, and when 
the oats headed they were at least 
three-fourths cheat. Did the freeze 
produce cheat seed in the ground? There 
had never been any cheat op that land 
before. 

Now, you said I did not say that I 
examined the seed when I sowed them. 
I would think it foolish if I were to 
fill a barrel in the summer with oats 
that I had raised, harvested and 
threshed by hand and had examined 
in the fields and gone over it and cut 
of rye heads, to keep it from being in 
| my seed. I did not find any cheat. 
Then, why should I look at the seed

Answer: ,I publish the above letter 
from Mr. Balley not because I especial- 
ly “wish to” do so, but in the interest 
of fairness, having challenged ‘those 
who claim that other grain turns to 
cheat to prove it” But he says in the 
very outset of his letter that “Now 
I don’t say that it will turn to cheat, 
but I do say that I believe that, under 
certain conditions, such as being dam- 
aged by a freeze or by water stand- 
ing on it too long, wheat or oats will 
sucker and make cheat.” In short, Mr. 
Balley does not claim that other grain 
“will turn to cheat,” but that, under 
certain conditions (which he specifies) 
“wheat or oats will sucker and meke 
cheat.” To this I may say that I do 
not know any difference between 
“turning to cheat” and “making 
cheat.” Certainly if a plece of ground 
is known to be absolutely free of 
cheat seed and shall be sown with 
wheat or oats known to be absolufely 
free of cheat seed and “no enemy 
shall come and sow tares among the 
wheat” and under these conditions 
there shoul be nothing but cheat: 
produced, it would seem pretty con- 
clusive that the wheat or oats had 
been transmitted into cheat, or “turn- 
ed to cheat,” or hag ‘made cheat”’—for 
these all amount to the same thing. 

But, not to argue any further, Mr. 
Balley’s contention shows a decided 
weakness in the admission that there 
had been cheat on his farm previously 
—had been none on my plece scarce- 
ly at ahy time before,” and the fur- 
ther admission that he “@id not look at 
the seed when” he “wert to sow it to 
see if it -had turned to cheat.” Of 
course he did not look &t it.for any 
such foolish reason, but he might 
very reasonably looked carefully to 
see if there was no grains of cheat in 
the seed. So there were too unguarded 
means of access to the tarés in the 
form of cheat seed. He does not say 
positively that there was no cheat in 
the oats he sowed (because he didn’t 
examine them) nor that there was no 
cheat seed in the land he sowed, an- 
Other thing he could not positively 
know. To my mind the result proved 
that there Was either cheat in the seed 
oats, or cheat in the land; but if there 
was neither, then there was no cheat in 
the resulting crop. : 


CASSAVA CULTURE. 

W. H. Frank, Covington, La.—Please 
answer the following questions for 
me: Where can I purchase one ton 
of cassava? When do you plant it? 
What kind of land, and how much fer- 
tilizer put to the acre? Any more in- 
formation on this subject will be 
greatly appreciated. 

Answer—I am not now prepared to 
say of whom you may get cuttings of 
cassava for planting. I once got some 
canes of a plant seed company, or 
plant propagating company, at one of 
the towns in central Florida, but was 
not very successful in securing 
germination. I think a fertilizer com- 
pounded of one-thir@€ each of acid 
phosphate, cotton meal and kainit; or, 
insteag of kainit, you may use one- 
fourth as much muriate of potash, or, 
Say, 800 pounds each of acid and cot. 
ton sed meal and 200 pounds of muri- 
ate of potash, which would analyze 
about 7.30 potash—3.10 nitrogen—-6.20 
potash. Plant at about the date you 
Plant the early field crop of Indian 
corn, and cultivate ag corn. Appl-- 400 
to 600 pounds per acre of the above 
formula. Write to Director W. R. Dod- 
son, Baton Rouge, La., of your state 
experiment station. He can certainly 
give you all necessary information, in- 
cluding where to get seed canes 
nearer than Florida, either in Louis- 
iana or Texas. Sandy soil is best for 
cassava. Moreover, one could hardly 
afford the labor required to dig the 
roots out of a compact clay soil. 


DIARRHOEA OF CALF. 

Carl, Newport, Fla.—Will you kind- 
ly give me a remedy which will cure 
a calf of looseness of the bowels. The 
calf ts 9 months old and still runs 
with cow; both feed in pasture; don’t 
milk cow; have lost one yearling with 
same disease, last May. 

Answer—Diarrhoea is often an ef- 
fort to get rid of some deleterious 
substance from the system, particu- 
larly something in the bowels. If it 
persists from day ‘to day for a. greater 
or less period, it suggests that the 
animal daily eats improper or indi- 
gestible food or is compelled to drink 
unwholesome water. I can only ad- 
vise that you change the animal's 
food; give wheat bran or oats ana 
nice, clean hay and clean well water. 
Also good, warm quarters these chilly 
nights. Coarse, tough grasses, such 
as are apt to be found in pastures 
during dry weather, old corn stalks 
and weatherbeaten stubble are more 
or less indigestible and irritating to 
the bowels. I belfeve that with good 
food, pure water and good quarters 
you will not need to give the caf 
medicine.
